ELIGIBILITY AND COMPLETING DOCUMENTS FOR BARLEY LOANS UNDER 
THE 1941 BARLEY LOAN PROGRAM 


These instructions arc issucd in accordance with Commodity Loan 
Regulations No. 1, as amended October 21, 1939, and 1941 C.C.C. Barley 
Form 1, Instructions. 41-71-2 SR will be used by the State and county 
agricultural conservation committees as a guide for making 1941 barley 
loans, and the precedure contained therein is madera pare, OL tunes: In 
structions, cxcept as stated herein, or the procedure is obviously in- 
applicable. 


Arca in Which Loans Will Be Made. Loans shall be made in Oklahoma and 
Toxas on cligibic barloy stored in approved public grain warchouscs. 


Loans will be made on cligible barley stored on farms in the 
following countics: 


Oklahoma: Alfalfa, Beaver, Beckham, Blaine, Caddo, Canadian, 
Cimarron, Cleveland, Comanche, Cotton, Craig, Creek, Custor, Dewcy, 
Ellis, Garficld, Grady, Grant, Greor, Harmon, Harper, Jackson, Kay, 
Kingfisher, Kiowa, Lincoln, Logan, McClain, Major, Maycs, Noblic, 
Nowata, Okfuskee, Oklahoma, Okmulgee, Osage; Ottawa, Pawnee, Payne, 
Pottawatomic, Rogers, Roger Mills, Tcxas, Tillman, Tulsa, Wagoner, 
Washington, Washita, Woods, and Woodward. 


Toxas: Archor, Armstrong, Bailcy, Baylor, Briscoc, Carson, 
Castro, Childress, Clay, Cochran, Collingsworth, Cottle, Crosby, Dal- 
lam, Deaf Smith, Dickens, Donlcy, Floyd, Foard, Garza, Gray, Hale, 
Holl, Hansford, Hartley, Hardeman, Haskcli, Hemphill, Hockley, Hutchin- 
son, Kent, King, Knox, Lamb, Lipscomb, Iubbock, Lynn, Moore, Motley, 
Ochiltree, Oldham, Parmor, Potter, Randall, Roberts, Sherman, Stonewall, 
Swisher, Terry, Throckmorton, Wheolor, Wichita, Wilbarger, Yoakum, and 
Young. 


Eligible Producer. An cligible producer shall be any person, partncr- 


ship, association, or corporation producing barlcy as landowner, jand- 
lord, or tcnant upon whose farm the 1941 acreage classificd as soil- 
depleting under the 1941 Agricultural Conservation Program docs not 
exceed the total. soil-deploting acroage allotment or permitted acreage 
for the farm.

Eligible Barley. Eligible barlcy is barley of any class prading Noe 5 

or better, which was produced in 1941, the boncficial intcorest to which 
is and always has been in the cligible produccre Barley grading wecevilly, 
stained, blighted, smutty,.garlicky, ergoty, bleached, or tough shall 

not be cligible for a lom. Barlcy grading Noe 4. or No» 5 for reasons 
other than test weight should be checked carefully and if such factors 
will endanger the keeping qualitics of such barlcy, the loan shall be 
rejectcd. 


Eligible Storage. Eligible storage shall meet the requircmoents as 
sot out in 41-W1-2 SR for farm storage and warchouse storage. 


Loan Value. Eligible barlcy stored_on the farm in Oklahoma and Texas 
shall have the following lom values: No. 1 - 45 conts; No.» 2 - 44 
cents; Noe. 3 - 42 ccmts; No. 4 - 39 ccnts; Noe 5 - 35 cents. A dis- 
count of two ents (2¢) per bushel shall be made for mixcd barley. 
Eligible barlcy stored in approved warchouses in Oklahoma and 
Texas and represented by an cligible warchouse receipt (the same re- 
quiremonts as for wheat) shall have the following loan rate: Nos 1 = 
38 conts; Noe 2 —- 37 ccnts; Now 3 - 35 conts; Noe 4 —- 32 conts; Noe 5 = 
28 cents; oxcept that if the warchouse receipt representing the ware- 
housc-stored barley has stamped or typed thereon the following legend 
signed by thc warchousemans | 


"Handling and storage charges for the period ending May 31, 
1942, on the barley represented by this warchouse receipt 
have beon paid or otherwise provided for and lic for such 
charges will not be claimed by the warchouscman from Com— 
modity Credit Corporation or any subsequent holder of this 
warchouse reccipte

the loan rate applicable to farm storage shall apply. 


Maturity end Intcrest Rate. Loan on cligible barley may be made 
through approved lcnding agencies or direct with the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, ond will be handled through the special representative's 
office serving the area. Barley loans will be available until Decan- 
ber 31, 1941, and will mature on damand or April 30, 1942, and bear 


intorest at three porcent (3%) per annum. 


Insurance. The requiraicnts as sct forth in 41-Wl-e SR in regard to 
insurance are applicable in connection with the barley loan, The amount 
of such insurance shall not be less than the face #alue of the note plus 
sntcorest for one ycor, for a poriod cnding not carlicr than June 30, 1942. 
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Foes For Operating Expense. Each applicant for a loan secured by farm- 
stored barley will pay a total feo of one cent (1¢) per bushel for 

each bushel placed under loan, but in no case shall such total fee be 
less than 53,00. The applicant must pay to the county committce a pre- 
liminary foe of $3.00 at the time he applics for a loan, The prelimi- 
nary foe will be credited to the total fee and the applicant will pay 
the balance when the county comittce certifics the loan, either in 
cash or by requesting on the note that the belanco of the service feo 
be made available to the treasurer of the covniy association from the 
proceeds of the loan. ) 


Each applicant for a loan securcd by barley stored in a public 
warchouse will pay a total feo of one-half cmt (4¢) per bushel for 
cach bushel placed wider loan, but in no case shall such total fee be 
less than $1.50. The applicant will. pay the total fcc at the time the 
county coumittce cortifics the loan, cither in cash or by roquesting on 
the note that the sorvice feo be made available to the treasurer of 
the county association from the proceeds of the loan. 


At the ond of cach month 30 percent of all barley loan fees 
collectod shall be transmitted to the Commodity Credit Corporation in 
the manncr outlined in 41-WL-2 SR for wheat loan fees. Forn 41-\I-6, 
properly stamped "Barley" or headed 1A]-—Barloy-6" should bo used as 
the lettor of transmittal.
